Traffic accidents on state-maintained roads killed 739 persons in 
Missou ri du ring 19 51, according to the State Highway Commission’s 
traffic safety engineer. Another 10,303 persons were inju red as motor 
v ehicle operators piled u p a staggering total of 13,8 32 accidents and 
cau sed property damage of $7 ,16 8 ,39 5. 
This all-time accident total for 
state roads is 2,020 more, or 17 
pnr cent higher than the total for 
19 50. The death toll is 9 7 higher, 
or 15 per cent abov e the 6 42 killed 
du ring 19 50. The list of inju red 
rose 136 9 ov er the 10,303 inju red 
du ring 19 50, while the property 
damage 
figu re 
was 
$1,001,336 
abov e the $5,56 7 ,059 total of 19 50. 
Car Passengers 
Breaking the figu res down still 
fu rther, the traffic safety en­ 
gineer’s report sets ou t that 6 47 
of those who died and 10,145 who 
were inju red were passengers in 
v ehicles inv olv ed in the accidents. 
Ninety -two of those killed and 158 
inju red were pedestrians. 
A total of 2,359 , or approx imate­ 
ly 17 per cent, of the driv ers in­ 
v olv ed in these accidents were 
either dru nk or had been drink­ 
ing, the report shows. 
Accidents at intersections were 
most frequ ent, with 3,49 9 of those 
recorded.

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The H ou s e A r m e d Serv ices 
Committee has conclu ded its pu b­ 
lic hearings on Univ ersal Military 
Training (UMT legislation) and is 
now considering in ex ecu tiv e ses­ 
sion the v ariou s proposals that 
hav e been made. It is fairly cer­ 
tain that within the nex t few 
week s the Committee will mak e its 
report recommending the adoption 
of some k ind of UMT plan which 
natu rally wou ld embody many of 
the prov isions of the plan recom­ 
mended by the National Secu rity 
Training Commission created last 
y ear when the Selectiv e Serv ice 
Act was ex tended. 
Du e to the gre#at amou nt of in­ 
terest which has been manifested 
in UMT, as ev idenced by the great 
nu mber of letters which hav e beer, 
receiv ed by y ou r Congressman, it 
might be well to discu ss briefly 
some of the desirable as well as 
some of the objectionable featu res 
of UMT. 
Older people will recall that 
following World War I the Ameri­ 
can Legion adv ocated the adoption 
of Univ ersal Military Training bu t 
apparently a majority of people 
whose v iews were reflected by 
Congress felt that “the world had 
been sav ed for democracy ’’ and 
there was little lik elihood of the 
United States ev er being engaged 
in war again. At least no action 
was tak en. Again following World 
War II there was some agitation 


j for UMT bu t nothing was done at 
that time. Congress y ielded to pu b­ 
lic demand (as it shou ld) and ou r 
fighting men were brou ght home 
from the foreign fields of battle 
possibly earlier than was wise 
from a world secu rity v iewpoint. 
Demobilization was rapid and we, 
together with other nations, began 
to pu t ou r tru st in a United Na­ 
tions as a gu arantee for world 
peace. 
As an adv ocate of UMT when 
this issu e was aliv e after two 
World Wars and as one who had 
participated in v ariou s ty pes of 
v olu ntary 
military training 
in­ 
clu ding ROTC, National Gu ard, 
Organized Reserv e Corps, and in 
the State Gu ard, I believ e I can 
appreciate the benefits which are 
possible throu gh a 
c a r e f u l l y 
thou ght-ou t and efficiently -oper­ 
ated plan of Univ ersal Military 
Training. 
For the pu rpose of confirming a 
I belief that a majority of the peo- 
1 pie in Sou theast Missou ri fav ored 
I UMT, there was inclu ded in a 
q u estionnaire mailed from the of- 
t fice of y ou r Congressman in Feb­ 
ru ary , 1949, (approx imately 1V2 
y ears before the ou tbreak of hosti­ 
lities in Korea) a q u estion “Do 
j y ou fav or U ni v e r s a l Military 
| Training?” The response to this 
1 q u estion indicated that the people 
liv ing in * the ten cou nties of the 
Tenth Cnogressional District fav ­ 
ored UMT by a v ote of more than 
I two-to-one. Actu ally the percent­ 
age was 6 8 .5 % for, with 31.5 % 
| against. It wou ld appear that the 
objections which are registered by 
some grou ps on the grou nds that 
UMT shou ld not be enacted now 
u nder “m om e nt a r y hy steria” 


wou ld not hav e been applicable 
back in the spring of 1949. 
In reply ing to many of my con­ 
stitu ents who hav e written me on 
this su bject, I hav e stated that my 
reasons for fav oring some su ch 
plan “are based u pon my belief 
that u nder present world condi­ 
tions ov er which we hav e v ery lit­ 
tle, if any , control, it is impera­ 
tiv e that this nation mak e ade­ 
q u ate prov ision for defense. While 
defense is costly , we hav e learned 
tha t‘war is more costly , not only 
in money bu t in liv es which can­ 
not be measu red in terms of mon­ 
ey . Fork intaely , we hav e been 
spared the ex perience ot witness­ 
ing modern warfare on ou r own 
homeland and hav e so far escaped 
the destru ction of ou r homes and 
the loss of liv es of defenseless 
civ ilians, 
inclu ding women and 
children. 
“I am not one who believ es that 
war is inev itable, bu t I am con­ 
v inced it is necessary for ou r peo­ 
ple to be strong not only morally 
and spiritu ally bu t also prepared 
to meet any aggressor. The defense 
of this nation is an obligation of 
all people, not a chosen few, and 
throu gh a carefu lly planned pro­ 
gram of UMT the United States 
can hav e a reserv e of power that 
will permit the fu ll u tilization of 
the manpower of this nation on 
the most eq u itable basis.” 
While 
ev ery one 
deplores 
the 
necessity for indu cting inv olu n­ 
tarily men into ou r armed serv ic­ 
es, it is reasonable to believ e that 
there are few who will contend 
that it is possible ev en du ring 


times of great emergency to de­ 
pend entirely u pon v olu ntary en­ 
listments to prov ide the manpower 
necessary to prov ide an adeq u ate 
defense. It wou ld appear that Se­ 
lectiv e Serv ice Director Hershey , 
recognizing the tremendou s ex ­ 
pense inv olv ed in maintaining an 
adeq u ate 
defense 
establishment 
was mak ing a practical statement 
when he said “The sooner a UMT 
program is pu t into effect—and an 
adeq u ate 
reserv e 
bu ilt 
u p—the 
sooner we can afford to redu ce the 
size of the standing armed forces 
withou t conseq u ent danger to ou r 
national secu rity .”

This 
city is the cen ter of the Valen cia 
g rov es an d its prosperity depen ds 
on the in terestin g fact that these 
oran g es, some of which are ripe 
en ou g h to eat rig ht n ow, n eed n ot 
be picked u n til su mmer, after the 
n av el oran g es hav e been harv ested 
an d are off the market. Av ocados, 
En g lish waln u ts an d lemon s are 
also g rown here, while barley an d 
beef cattle are raised on the g rass- 
cov ered hills to westward, bu t the 
g reat g rov es of Valen cias are the 
domin an t featu re o.f the San ta An a 
lan dscape. 
Newspapers an d radio hav e been 
filled with accou n ts of mu d-slides, 
blocked train s an d closed airports. 
Yet ev ery on e we talk to ag rees that 
for ev ery dollar of damag e don e by 
the rain s there will bo an ev en tu al 
g ain to sou thern Californ ia of $10 
or more. The coastal area has a 
n ormal an n u al rain fall of abou t 
15 in ches, which makes the water 
su pply alway s a seriou s problem 
for the farms an d ran ches an d the 
boomin g town s an d cities. 
For the past sev en y ears or ev en 
lon g er, the rain s hav e failed. Water 
tables hav e fallen , lakes an d reser­ 
v oirs hav e dried u p, deep wells 
hav e ceased flowin g . The shortag e 
of water has been a primary prob­ 
lem. So ev en at the cost of some 
damag e, a Jan u ary precipitation 
which ex ceeds the total rain fall for 
most y ears du rin g the past decade 
is welcomed with open arms. 
I am, howev er, g ettin g ahead of 
the story of ou r trip across the 
Sou thwest.

We know, for ex ample, that the 
cold is highly contagiou s, and that 
it is cau sed by a tiny v iru s which 
gets a foothold in the respiratory 
tract. A person who has a cold 
transm its it to others on tVe first 
day or two after his cold appears. 
It is possible for a person to “giv e” 
his cold to others from fou r to six 
hou rs before he himself begins to 
cou gh and sneeze. 
It is agreed, too, that when the 
cold v iru s sets u p infection in the 
nose or throat, the area affected 
becomes more v u lnerable to other, 
more deadly , germs like 
those 


which cau se infected throats, in­ 
flu enza, and pneu monia. 
While 
chilling, 
ex posu re, 
or 
fatigu e alone do not bring on a 
cold, they can break down resist­ 
ance and giv e the cold germs a 
chance to set u p infection. As far 
as we know, the cold v iru s can 
ex ist in the nose or throat for some 
time withou t produ cing sy mptoms 
u ntil a su dden chilling or wetting 
of the skin, or ex hau stion, cau ses 
a change in the tissu es su rrou nding 
the v iru s. 


We hav e heard a great deal re ­ 
cently abou t 
ex perim ents with 
v accines, dru gs, or “v itamin tre a t­ 
m ents” to av oid or cu re colds. Bu t 
these stu dies are still in the e x ­ 
perimental stage and specific pre­ 
v entiv es or cu res are y et to be 
prov ed.

Now p'no- 
togrammetry has been brought to 
a high state of perfection. Complex 
machines are used to plot the are- 
ial photographs. These machines 
work on the principle of the old­ 
fashioned parlor stereopticon but

A number of photogrammetric 
engineering firms are in busing s 
today. Their work consists of de­ 
termining the best locations for 
highways, railroads and transmis­ 
sion lines; resources surveying, of 
soil, forests, dam sites and min­ 
erals: city planning; plant location, 
and assisting the government in 
expediting the huge job of accur­ 
ately mapping the nation. The cost 
is often remarkably low—as little 
as $1.00 an acre for complete and 
highly accurate map studies.

The H o u s e A r m e d Services 
Committee has concluded its pub­ 
lic hearings on Universal Military 
Training (UMT legislation) and is 
now considering in executive ses­ 
sion the various proposals that 
have been made. It is fairly cer­ 
tain 
that within the 
next few 
weeks the Committee will make its 
report recommending the adoption 
of some kind of UMT plan which 
naturally would embody many of 
the provisions of the plan recom­ 
mended by the National Security 
Training Commission created last 
year when the Selective Service 
Act was extended. 
Due to the great am ount of in­ 
terest which has been manifested 
in UMT, as evidenced by the great 
num ber of letters which have beer. 
received by your Congressman, it 
might be well to discuss briefly 
some of the desirable as well as 
some of the objectionable features 
of UMT. 
Older people will 
recall that 
following World War I the Ameri­ 
can Legion advocated the adoption 
of Universal Military Training but 
apparently a majority of people 
whose views were reflected by 
Congress felt that “the world had 
been saved for democracy” and 
there was little likelihood of the 
United States ever being engaged 
in w ar again. At least no action 
was taken. Again following World 
W ar II there was some agitation 


j for UMT but nothing was done at 
that time. Congress yielded to pub- 
I lie demand (as it should) and our 
j lighting men were brought home 
; from the foreign fields of battle 
I possibly earlier than 
was wise 
from a world security viewpoint. 
I Demobilization was rapid and we, 
together with other nations, began 
to put our trust in a United Na­ 
tions as a guarantee for world 
peace.

As an advocate of UMT when

World Wars and as one who had

cluding ROTC, National

THE BRIGHTER SIDE

Santa Ana, Calif. 
Southern California, just now’, is 
digging out of the mud and debits 
caused by torrential rains w’hieh 
poured as much as 15 inches of 
water on some areas within a 48- 
hour period. Yet in Santa Ana this 
afternoon the sun is shining bright 
and I’ve just come in from picking 
some fine Valencia oranges from 
the trees outside our door. This 
city is the center of the Valencia 
groves and its prosperity depends 
on the interesting fact that these 
oranges, some of which are ripe 
enough to eat right now, need not 
be picked until summer, after the 
navel oranges have been harvested 
and are off the market. Avocados, 
English walnuts and lemons are 
also grown here, while barley and 
beef cattle are raised on the grass- 
covered hills to westward, but the 
great groves of Valencias are the 
dominant feature o.f the Santa Ana 
landscape. 
Newspapers and radio have been 
filled with accounts of mud-slides, 
blocked trains and closed airports. 
Yet everyone we talk to agrees that 
for every dollar of damage done by 
the rains there will be an eventual 
gain to southern California of $10 
or more. The coastal area has a 
normal annual rainfall of about 
15 inches, which makes the w'ater 
supply always a serious problem 
for the farms and ranches and the 
booming towns and cities. 
Fur the past seven years or even 
longer, the rains have failed. Water 
tables have fallen, lakes and reser­ 
voirs have dried up, deep w'ells 
have ceased flowing. The shortage 
of water has been a primary prob­ 
lem. So even at the cost of some 
damage, a January precipitation 
which exceeds the total rainfall for 
most years during the past decade 
is welcomed with open arms. 
I am. however, getting ahead of 
the story of our trip across the 
Southwest. Our route led .from El 
Paso north along the Rio Grande 
to Las Cruces. This onee-desert 
country is now irrigated by the 
great Elephant Butte Dam, but we 
were surprised to find the river 
itself bone-dry when we crossed 
it. Once we’d turned westward 
again, 
much 
of our 
route lay 
through the desert, with the small­ 
leaved evergreen oaks which are 
generally called chaparral, and 
mesquite, creosotebush and yucca 
being the main cover plants. This 
area lies in one of the three great 
southwestern deserts and is known 
as the Chihuanhuan, which covers 
the section of west Texas along the 
Riu Grande, the southern edge of 
New Mexico and a great part of 
north central Mexico. And if a 
desert may be said to have an “in­ 
dicator plant,” the yucca in several 
of its varieties typifies this wide 
stretch of country. 
We«t of the boundary between

changes. 
Mountains loom away to north and 
south and the road begins to climb. 
New species of plants appear and 
shortly before reaching Tucson you 
begin to see the giant saguaro cac­ 
tus 
which

^e^ert, as well as several forms of 
cholla cactus. Just east of Tucson 


in the Coronado Mountains is the 
Saguaro National Monument where 
no less than 37 cactus varieties 
have been discovered and classi­ 
fied. 
Tucson itself lies in a bowl of 
mountains at an elevation of about 
2500 feet and has long been noted 
as a winter and health resort. It 
was settled by the Spanish from 
Mexico in 1776; while a few miles 
to southward the Jesuits built the 
mission^ known as San Zavier del 
Bac or “White Dove of the Desert,” 
the finest example of mission ar­ 
chitecture in America. We had an 
overnight visit with old friends in 
this picturesque city and found 
them viewing with some alarm the 
fact that industrial expansion may 
soon double or treble the present 
population. 
It was on the morning of our 
stay that we first heard, in the 
garden of cactus and palo verde 
trees surrounding the Dixons home 
in the Coronado foothills, the beau­ 
tiful song of the curvedbill thrash­ 
er which rivals that of our mock­ 
ingbird. 
Many people told us that we 
would find nothing at all to see on 
our next day’s drive across the 
wide Yuma desert, following the 
Gila river until we crossed the 
Colorado at Yuma, and then on to 
El Centro, But there had been a 
shower a day or two before our 
crossing and another came up as 
we drove along our way, perhaps 
the first rainfall in a year in an 
area where three or four inches is 
normal. 
And already some of the smaller 
desert flowers such as desert gold, 
woodly marigold and sandverbena 
were beginning to cover the desert 
floor with their blossoms. There 
are many of these plants of the 
extremely dry country which have 
so adapted themselves that they 
will bloom and m ake seed w hen­ 
ever a rain comes during the win­ 
ter season, then pass the hot sum ­ 
mer in the dorm ant state. 
El Centro, w here we stopped on 
our last night before reaching the 
coast, is the center of a fabulously 
rich area of irrigated farm land. 
This is the Imperial Valley, w ater­ 
ed from the Colorado river t*v 
means of the All-American canal. 
Lying 100 feet below sea level, this 
valley has a soil 200 feet deep, 
brought down through the centur­ 
ies by the silt-carrying Colorado. 
Once a desert, it now produces 
long-staple cotton, alfalfa, count­ 
less numbers o.f fat cattle and sheep 
and more than 50,000 carloads per 
year of fruits and vegetables. Here, 
too lies the great Salton sea, along 
whose shores is a thermal area of 
boiling mud springs and small gey­ 
sers. We wished we’d had a week 
instead of a day to explore this 
country and regetted that on the 
morrow we must cross the m oun­ 
tains to Oceanside and San Diego 
on the broad Pacific.

Southern California, just now-, is 
digging out of the mud and debits 
caused by torrential rains which 
poured as m uch as 15 inches of 
w ater on some areas within a 48- 
hour period. Yet in Santa Ana this 
afternoon the sun is shining bright 
and I’ve just come in from picking 
some fine Valencia oranges from 
the trees outside our door. This 
city is the center of the Valencia j 
groves and its prosperity depends 
on the interesting fact that these 
oranges, some of which are ripe 
enough to eat right now, need not 
be picked until sum m er, after the 
navel oranges have been harvested 
and are off the m arket. Avocados, 
English w alnuts and lemons are 
also grown here, while barley and 
beef cattle are raised on the grass- 
covered hills to w estw ard, but the 
great groves of Valencias are the 
dom inant feature of the Santa Ana 
landscape. 
Newspapers and radio have been 
filled with accounts of m ud-slides, 
blocked trains and closed airports. 
Yet everyone we talk to agrees that 
for every dollar of dam age done by 
the rains there w ill be an eventual 
gain to southern California of $10 
or more. The coastal area has a 
norm al annual rainfall of about 
15 inches, which m akes the w ater 
supply always a serious problem 
for the farm s and ranches and the 
booming towns and cities. 
For the past seven years or even 
longer, the rains have failed W ater 
tables have fallen, lakes and reser­ 
voirs have dried up, deep wells 
have ceased flowing. The shortage 
of w ater has been a prim ary prob­ 
lem. So even at the cost of some 
dam age, a Jan uary precipitation 
which exceeds the total rainfall for 
most years during the past decade 
is welcomed w ith open arms. 
I am, however, getting ahead of 
the story of our trip across the 
Southw est. O ur route led from El 
Paso north along the Rio G rande 
to Las Cruces. This once-desert 
country is now irrigated by the 
great Elephant B utte Dam, but we 
w ere surprised to find the river 
itself bone-dry when we crossed 
it. Once we’d turned w estw ard 
again, 
much 
of our 
route lay 
through the desert, w ith the sm all­ 
leaved evergreen oaks which are 
generally called chaparral, and 
m esquite, creosotebush and yucca 
being the m ain cover plants. This 
area lies in one of the three great 
southw estern deserts and is known 
as the C hihuanhuan, which covers 
♦.he section of west T exas along the 
Rio G rande, the southern edge of 
New Mexico and a great part of 
north central Mexico. And if a 
desert may be said to have an “in­ 
dicator plant,” the yucca in .several 
of its varieties typifies this wide 
stretch of country. 
We«t of the boundary between 
New Mexico and Arizona the ch ar­ 
acter 
of

changes. 
M ountains h>om aw ay to north and 
south and the road begins to climb. 
New species of plants appear and 
shortly before reaching Tucson you 
begin to see the giant saguaro cac­ 
tus 
which 
m arks 
the 
Sonoran 
desert, as well as several forms of 
cholla cactus. Ju st east of Tucson 


in the Coronado M ountains is the 
Saguaro National M onument w here 
no less than 37 cactus varieties 
have been discovered and classi­ 
fied. 
Tucson itself lies in a bowl of 
m ountains at an elevation of about 
2500 feet and has long been noted 
as a w inter and health resort. It 
was settled by the Spanish from 
Mexico in 1776; w hile a few miles 
to southw ard the Jesuits built the 
mission^ known as San Zavier del 
Bac or “W hite Dove of the Desert,” 
the finest exam ple of mission a r­ 
chitecture in America. We had an 
overnight visit w ith old friends in 
this picturesque city and found 
them viewing w ith some alarm the 
fact that industrial expansion m ay 
soon double or treble the present 
population. 
It was on the morning of out­ 
stay that we first heard, in the 
garden of cactus and pain verde 
trees surrounding the Dixons home 
in the Coronado foothills, the beau­ 
tiful song of the curvedbill thrash­ 
er which rivals that of our m ock­ 
ingbird. 
Many people told us that w e 
would find nothing at all to see on 
our next day’s drive across the 
wide Yuma desert, following the 
Gila river until we crossed the 
Colorado at Yuma, and then on to 
El Centro. But there had been a 
show er a day or two before our 
crossing and another came up as 
we drove along our way, perhaps 
the first rainfall in a year in an 
area w here three or four inches is 
norm al. 
And already some of the sm aller 


J desert flowers such as desert gold, 
• woodly m arigold and sandverbena 
I w ere beginning to cover the desert 
j floor with their blossoms. There 
are many of these plants of the 
extrem ely dry country which have 
so adapted them selves that they 
will bloom and m ake seed w hen­ 
ever a rain comes during the w in­ 
ter season, then pass the hot sum ­ 
m er in the dorm ant state. 
El Centro, w here we stopped on 
our last night before reaching the 
coast, is the center of a fabulously 
rich area of irrigated farm land. 
This is the Im perial Valley, w ater­ 
ed from the Colorado river t*y 
m eans of the A ll-A m erican canal. 
Lying IOO feet below sea level, this 
valley has a soil 200 feet deep, 
brought down through the centur­ 
ies by the silt-carrying Colorado. 
Once a desert, it now produces 
long-staple cotton, alfalfa, count­ 
less num bers uf fat cattle and sheep 
and m ore than 50,000 carloads per 
year of fruits and vegetables. Here, 
too lies the great Salton sea, along 
whose shores is a therm al area of 
boiling m ud springs and small gey­ 
sers. We wished w e’d had a week 
instead of a day to explore this 
country and rcgettcd th at on the 
morrow we m ust cross the m oun­ 
tains to Oceanside and San Diego 
on the broad Pacific.
